An assessment against new
home tracts to provide for ad-
ditional recreational = facilities
and which is designed to relieve
theburden on residents who
have lived in Torrance for a
long time, is being considered
by the’City Council.

To be discissed by the Coun-
cil is a plan to levy an assess-
ment of $100 per gross acre on
new tracts, of four or more
homes.
